Estate Gives Firemen Stiff Battle. 


Fire, 
which caught from a 
?park 
of a blowtorch, gar* firemen a battle 
for almost half an hour this morning 
and 
caused 
property 
damage, es­ 
timated 
by 
firemen from 
between 
$1,500 and $2,000 to the property of 
H arris 
Brothers and the 
adjoining 
building of the ll L. Diehl estate on 
Baltimore street. 
Breaking out in a small garret in 
the H arris building to which access 
by firemen was impossible because of 
its size, the blaze gained considerable 
headway 
before water was 
thrown 
upon 
it. Both 
the new American- 
LaFranco pumper and the 
Boyd en­ 
gine were pressed into service, and at 
one time three stream s of w ater were 
being thrown into the small garret in 
the H arris property. 


It was the second fire 
fought by 
the new LaFrance 
pumper, and fire­ 
men expressed 
satisfaction with the 
way 
in which it 
performed. 
The 
Boyd 
engine was stationed at the 
large plug in Center Square and two 
lines 
of hose 
wert' run from this 
machine. * The LaFrance engine w*as 
connected with a smaller plug at the 
corner of East Middle and Baltimore 
streets. 
Only one stream w*as utiliz­ 
ed from this engine. 
Started From Spark 
A spark from a blowtorch being 
operated by Lewi* Bowers, an em­ 
ploye of A. B. Plank, plumber, in the 
bathroom on the second floor of the 
H a rm property, in some unknown 
m anner set fire to the woodwork be­ 
hind a wall. 
W here the woodwork 
I Lated up was in a sort of passage 
and was fanned into a blaze at once. 
Every precaution against just such* 
an occurrence had been taken by the 
plumber, it is said. , 
Asbestos 
was used 
to cover 
all 
woodwork in the vicinity of the flame 
of the blowtorch, but a spark, never­ 
theless, got past the insulating m a­ 
terial and fell tm the woodwork. 
The flames Were first noticed by 
employ aa and patrons in 
Reich)*’* 
Meat M arket, just opposite on Balti­ 
more street, a few' minutes before IO 
o’clock.

The alarm was turned in by Ray­ 
mond Twattlejr« The LaFrance was 
the first engine to arride at the scene, 
and tho Boyd followed within a few 
m inutia.

New York, Mar. 15.—Bill Bren­ 
nan, Chicago heavyweight, who was 
taken to the Jewish Memorial Hos­ 
pital early Wednesday with concus-
